Cowan offers FidoNet advice for readers 


Edward G, Cowen , Miami, 
OK (1504 Skyline Court, 
74354) writes: There have 
been a fair number of articles, 
letters, advertisements, etc., in 
The Family Tree calling for the 
use of the Internet to obtain ge- 
nealogical data, information 
and/or goods. 

Another source for data, in- 
formation and assistance in the 
pursuit of family roots, without 
needing Internet access, is to 
use the FidoNet. This “net- 
work” is available to virtually 
anyone who has almost any 
kind of computer and a modem 
and may be found not on the 
Internet but on one of the many 
friendly, local Bulletin Board 
Systems (BBS), often without 
any fee. To locate a FidoNet 
BBS usually one only needs to 
contact someone that is “into” 
computers like a hobbyist or 
computer sales person. The 
type of computer(s) needed is 
only restricted by the particular 
BBS contacted. This particular 
writer uses what is considered a 
“toy” computer and is able to 
access the net without any dif- 
ficulty via a long distance tele- 
phone call, as there is no local 
FidoNet access. The cost of 
the calls is controlled by fast 
copying any message then 
- reading the message after the 
call has ended and by pre- 
writing messages to be sent and 
_ then transmitting them instead 
_ of composing them on-line. 

Some of the items of interest 
to the family genealogist which 
are on FidoNet “Echos” (mes- 
sage areas) are the following: 
SC Genealogy; National Ge- 
nealogy Echo; European Ge- 
nealogy; Jewish Genealogy; 
Midwest Genealogy; Spanish 
Genealogy; Genealogy -Who’s 
Got What; Italian Genealogy; 
Tiny Tafel Database; Canadian 
Genealogy; Genealogy Soft- 
ware; Pioneer Journal Entries; 
Southeast Genealogy; Tennes- 
see Genealogy; Carolina Ge- 
nealogy and Confederate 
Heritage. 

There may be others, but 
these are the ones that appear 
on the BBS the writer uses. 

If the local BBS does not 
provide any particular Echo, 
usually the System Operator 
(SYSOP - generally, the 
owner): will add the ones de- 
sired upon request. 

One last point when using an 
Echo: stick to the topic of that 
particular Echo. It is consid- 
ered very bad form to get far 
off the topic, as there may well 
be a specific Echo covering the 
other subject.

» To prepare acorns for eating, 
gather acorns in. the fall when 
they start to fall off the trees 
and you see the deer eating 
them. Spread them out to dry. 
It takes three or four weeks to 
dry. . Stir them around every 

- day or so so they dry evenly 
and do not mold. Shell them 

and then rub them around in a 
shallow basket colander to take 
off the brown skin. After 
acorns are clean, grind them by 
pounding them on a rock ina 
hopper basket with a hole in the 
center bottom.

Usenet is a world-wide distributed discussion system. It is made up of a set of newsgroups with names that are classified 
by importance according to subject. Usenet is found on a variety of computer systems and networks. Much of Usenet is to 
be found on the internet. It covers a wide variety of subjects including genealogy. It is made up of articles sent by e-mail. 
Many of these systems charge for their services. You as the researcher have to determine if the group is worth your money. 

This system was supposed to have started at Duke University. ‘ 


It is estimated that there are more than 15,000 different newsgroups. 

Usenet is grouped into majors areas. Among these are ALT for alternative topics, COMP for computer-science related 
topics, SCI for science not related to computers, NEWS for network software topics of interest, REC for recreati~n, SOC for 
social interaction and various hobbies, TALK to talk to others, and MISC for miscellaneous items. 

DejaNews is the largest collection of archived Usenet news. More than 70 gigabytes of news dating from March of 1995. 
Power Search lets you search and sort your results. Using DejaNews query there were 5155 hits for genealogy and

From the Holy Land, legend 
Says the stone was reverently 
carried through Egypt, Sicily 
and Spain, reaching Ireland ab- 
out 700 BC. There it rested on 
the hills of Tara, where ancient 
Irish kings were crowned. 

Celtic invaders carried it off 
about 840 AD, it is said, to a 
monastery in Scone, where it 
was taken up a nearby hill as 
the coronation seat of Scottish 
kings - including Macbeth (if 
he ever existed). 

Since being stolen 700 years 
ago, it has been in London. 

At Westminster Abbey, it re- 


sted for centuries under the 
Coronation Chair, where the 
monarchs of Scotland and Eng- 
land are crowned. The most re- 
cent coronation was that of 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

The stone, whose identifying 
mark is two iron rings (for the 
carrying of it on a pole) will be 
taken back to London tempor- 
arily for coronations of all fu- 
ture British monarchs. — << 

About 1000 people cheered 
the stone home at Coldstream. 
Local Scottish children had the 
day off from school, but the 
English children along the way 
of the stone were in school as 
usual,

ish presence. Acquainted also, 
with the more familiar Span- 
ish surnames, such as Garcia, 
Rodriguez, Gomez, Gonzales. 
However, intertwined with the 
familiar, are frequently  sur- 
names that even Spanish herit- 
age researchers do not often 
recognize, surnames such as 
Zaguirre, Yturralde, Uruttia, 
Erramuspe. These surnames 
represent the presence of the 
Basque colonizers. The 
Basque are a people of mys- 
tery. Their origin is. un- 
known, which should enhance 
the curiosity and its research 
appeal. In general, the Basque 
have remained solidly in their 
first area of settlement, along 
the coast of the Bay of Biscay 
from Bilbao, Spain to Bay- 
onne, France and inhabit the 
Pyrenees. One can not use or- 
iginal ancestral geographic site 
as the sole indicator of the 
Basque roots, the Basque also 


_ migrated to other parts of 


Europe and were among the 
earliest of world travelors. 
The Basque are considered 
the most ancient surviving 
ethnic group in western Eur- 
ope. Their language, Euskara 
is unrelated to any other Euro- 
pean language, however most 
Basques speak either or both 
Spanish and French. Drawing 
some very limited conclusions, 
it appears that common in 
Basque surnames are the fre-

quent appearance of double R 
or double C, also Y at the be- 
ginning of a surname, Q within 
the surname, and some times 
ending GUI. 

In California, besides evi- 
dence in the spelling of sur- 
names, marriages provide 
clues as well. Historians and 
family researchers of every 


‘ethnic group have observed a 


migration pattern common to 
all, the practice of immigrating 
individuals and families to 
seek out and cluster together 
with others from their home 
area. It is understandable to 
find financial security, com- 
fort and support with those 
sharing the same roots. It is 
perhaps that very trait which 
has held the unique Basques 
together, identifiable, leading 
to research interest in many 
scientific areas. _ 

Dramatic evidence of a 
community of Basques from 
the Pyrenees area to Orange 
County, California was 
gleaned from a 1,169 page 
book entitled, History of Or- 
ange County, California with 
Biographical Sketches of The 
Leading Men and Women of 
the County Who have been 
Identified with it Growth and 
Development from the Early 
Days to the Present. First pub- 
lished in 1911 and re- 
published in 1921, Samuel Ar- 
mor directed the compilation 












and completion of this mas- 
sive project. Historic Record 
Company of Los Angeles was. 


the publisher. 


Initially, the author was 
simply trying to identify and 
abstract Spanish surnamed in- 
dividuals. Each of the 1,169 
pages was searched, expecting 
to find in this compilation of 
the Orange County area, many 
Spanish surnames representing 
the descendants of Spanish 
colonizers of the late 1700s. In- 
itial disappointment with the 
small representation, grew 
into fascination with evi- 
dence of the obvious success of 
Basques who came to Califor- 
nia in the late 1800s. 

Out of 1,137 individuals 
titled in the index, it appears 
that only approximately 30 
Basque and/or Spanish _ sur- 
named individuals were found 
in the index. Only individuals, 
however whose origin makes 
reference to the Pyrenees were 
included in this compilation, 
with no attempt to separate the 


French from Spanish connec- 


tions. Information is stated 
as given. For example, for 
Francisco Errocarte, it states, 
“he was born in Navarra, 
Spain” then goes on that his 
wife Juanita Espinal, whom 
he met in California, was 


“also born in the  Basses- 
Pyrenees area.” 
The Pyrenees mountain 


range separates Spain and 
France, the people them- 
selves, in their relationships 
with one another, do not ap- 
pear to observe the political 
boundaries. Spanish Basque 
and French Basque seemed to 
enter into business with one

To those of you who did not 
get Scotty Gallamore’s report 
of COSCA’s work this sum- 
mer, I am setting forth a sum- 
mary of what has been 
accomplished. 

COSCA was present or rep- 
resented by a member clan at 
more than 30 games and festi- 
vals this year. Over 3000 in- 
quiry cards were sent to clans 
and associations. Later, we 
hope to have a breakdown of 
the approximate number of 
cards each clan or association 
has received. 

We never thought we would 
see the day when we got a com- 
plaint from a clan about receiv- 
ing too many cards, but it hap- 
pened. Unfortunately, the na- 
tional secretary was handling 
the inquiries by himself and he 
would just get one batch of 
cards taken care of and in 
would come another batch. He 
also wondered why so many of 
the cards he received had a 
“Clan Henderson” stamp on 
them and why some cards came 
from games where his clan had 
a tent and should have taken 
the inquiry.

Olds Hydromatic. 

Jeff Morton of Mississippi 
called with his vote for a Chevy 
prior to 1948 - either a 1945, 
1946 or 1947. 

Carole J. Kiernan of Waterv- 
liet, Michigan writes that the 
car is a 1936-38 Chevrolet - 
perhaps a Deluxe Coupe. 

Richard T. Spencer, Jr. of 
Franklin, Tennessee writes, 
“..Unless I miss my guess, that 
is a 1946-47 Buick. In 1946 
when the first new cars came 
out after WWII, the 1946 
Buicks had a hood omament 
which featured a slim, torpedo 
shaped piece, with a round 
ring, resembling a gunsight. I 
don’t think they continued after 
the 1947 models, because boys 
found out that the rings 
snapped off easily and made 
nice shiny bracelets for their 
girlfriends. My wife had a 
1948 Buick and it did not have 
the ring.” 

Wilson H. Fansher of Ra- 
mona, California writes, “The 
Chevy on the front page of The 
Family Tree October/November 
issue must be a 1942. This 
model had a circular ring over 
the hood ornament as shown 
and also the front grill bars 
were thicker/wider than the 
1941 version. I used to own a 
1941 in the late SOs.

Michigan writes, “Referring to 
the Miz Ellen’s Scrapbook 
photo, the car is a 1947 Chev- 
rolet. Judging from the condi- 
tion of the chromium plating on 
the bumper and grille, it was 
probably a brand new purchase 
when the photo was taken. The 
car is equipped with the acces- 
sory hood ornament. 

While the 1947 model an- 
nouncement was in either late 
September or during October 
1946, the picture could have 
been taken any time from them, 
to the announcement date, a 
year later. Now, since the trees 
are in foliage, and the people 
are in fair weather dress, the 
picture was probably shot 
sometime in 1947, from spring 
until probably October.” (Your 
editor awards Mr. Houston the 
coveted - and just invented and 
no actual award - Sherlock 
Holmes Award!) 

James B. Adams of Melber, 
Kentucky writes, “The old car 
in this picture is a Chevrolet, 
and may be a 1946, 1947 or 
1948 model.

_ ANCESTORS Series 
To Be Aired On PBS Television In 1997 


A watershed event in the genealogical community is scheduled to take 
place in January of 1997. That is when the ten-part series called Ancestors 
is scheduled to be aired on participating PBS television stations all over the 
country. These ten half-hour programs are designed to tell viewers the first 
steps they need to take when searching for their ancestors. 

Each Ancestors episode begins on location with stories of people whose 
lives have been changed as a result of their genealogical research. Following 
these stories in each segment, an expert - Desmond Walls Allen, John Colletta, 
and Curt B. Witcher, to name a few - join the hosts, Jim and Terry Willard, 
to provide valuable tips for the beginner. 

This ground breaking series has the potential o; increasing public awarness 
of genealogy and family history as an exciting pursuit, and of increasing 
the number of people engaged in the hobby. It also provides societies with 
an excellent opportunity to “piggy-back” on the series by offering educational 
programs on family history and by taking advaniage of the public relations 
opportunities involved. 


Make certain that your PBS station airs the series. 

The local PBS stations vary in terms of which series they choose to air. 
It is up to YOU to make certain that the series will be shown in your area. 
Beginning in October, call your local station and ask when they plan to show 
it. You might also consider sending an official letter from the board or 
president of your society. Why wait until October? By then the stations will 
have received a packet of information from the promoters of the series. They 
will have all the information in hand to make sense of your request. 


Ask if your local society can be mentioned in conjunction with the series. 

When you contact the station, inquire if it is possible for your local 
society to have “trailers” shown immediately after the airing of each episode 
which would give your addresses and other pertinent information for those 
individuals interested in pursuing their family history after the series. Convince 
the station that cooperation with their local society can be useful to them: 


e Societies can actively promote the series, increasing their overall 
viewership. 

e Societies can volunteer to work the telephone banks at one of 
their general fund raisers. s 

e Societies can offer a specific group of individuals as local 
genealogical experts to whom the station can refer letters and 
telephone calls about family history research. 


Capitalize on the positive exposure the series will bring to genealogy. _ 


In conjunction with the series, offer educational programs designed to 
take interested viewers the next step in becoming family historians. The 
television episode will get them interested, and our genealogical workshops 
will support their interest and offer them assistance as they progress.

Glimpses of Old - 


ASE EAL So 






Some two years ago, I promised an 
article about researching your family 
lineage through the facilities offered by 
HM General Register House in Edin- 
burgh. The more I developed this idea 
the more layers of useful information 
were uncovered. Because of many var- 
ying researching levels, this subject 
will be presented in several 
installments. 

Getting started 

The best place to begin family re- 
search is, in fact, the General Register 
Office (GRO) which houses the Old 
Parish Registers of Baptism, marriage 
and burial from 1553 to 1854 and the 
Statutory Registers of births, marriages 
and deaths from 1854 to date. The In- 
temational Genealogical Index (IGI), 
compiled by the Mormon Church, is an 
alphabetical index to the records of 
baptism and marriage (not burial) 
found in the Old Parish Registers 
(OPRs) and a copy should be available 
at your local library or Mormon Family 
History Center. A great deal of ex- 
pense and research time can be saved 
by examining the IGI before undertak- 
ing any work at the GRO. 

The General Register Office also 
holds the returns of the decennial cen- 
sus from 1841-91, which can be useful 
for genealogical research as they pro- 
vide details of the name, age, marital 
status, occupation and birthplace of all 
household members. 

To trace your ancestors using the re- 
cords at the Scottish Records Office, 
you need to know which part of Scot- 
land they came from, their exact date 
of birth, marriage and death and also 
their religious denomination if possi- 
ble. An excellent guide to the records 
held by the SRO is Cecil Sinclair's 
Tracing Your Scottish Ancestors (Edin- 
burgh, 1990) which can be purchased 
at the Scottish Record Office for 12.81 
pounds (if sent by airmail) or 8.91 
pounds (surface), and which, if read 
before visiting the SRO, should cut out 
a great deal of wasted research time. 

If your ancestor left Britain after 
1890, they should be mentioned in the 
Board of Trade’s Outward Passenger 
Lists (Ref: BT27) which provide infor- 
mation conceming the name, age, oc- 
cupation, address in the UK and date of 
departure. They are arranged by port 
of departure. To access the passenger 
lists, you should contact the Public Re- 
cord Office,Ruskin Avenue, Kew, 
Richmond, UK TW9 4DU. Telephone 
081 876 3444. 

If your ancestor left Britain before 
1890, you might want to see if they ap- 
pear in any records of immigration in 
the United States as few passenger lists 
of emigrants survive in Britain for this 
period. For those living in the United 
States, good starting points for sources 
are P.W. Filby and M.K. Meyer’s Pas- 
senger and Immigration Lists Index - A 
Guide to the Published Arrival Records 
of Passengers in the United States and 
Canada (Gale Research Company, 
Detroit), David Dobson’s Directory of 
Scottish Settlers in North America 
1625-1825(Gale Research Company, 
Detroit) and Donald Whyte’s A Direc- 
tory of Scottish Emigrant to the USA 








(Magna Carta Book Company, 
Baltimore). 

The nature of certain historical re- 
cords are more useful in tracing your 
family than others. Such records 
would be those listing individuals, 
dwelling-places, property and posses- 
sions. Before about 1600, in Scotland, 
with a few exceptions, such records are 
scarce. Of course, we know in re- 
searching to start with the known and 
proven ancestors and work backward. 
To avoid going astray family traditions 
regarding descent should be set aside, 
unless these can be verified from re- 
corded evidence. These traditions ab- 


out family pedigree are usually based’ 


upon the coincidence of sumame...the 
assumption being those with a common 
sumame share a common ancestor. 
Another error is the misuse of such re- 
ference books as Black’s Surnames of 
Scotland (New York 1962) which was 
compiled for etymological (the origin 
or derivation of a word by pointing out 
its root or primitive upon which it is 
based or referring to an earlier form of 
the name) rather than genealogical 
purposes. 

Family research is a lengthy, tire- 
some process which requires reading 
early handwriting. Because of spelling 
styles and penmanship scrawling a spe- 
cialist is required to accurately deci- 
pher early Scottish manuscripts and 
joumals. For those unable to do actual

researching in Scotland themselves, 
they could contact The Scots Ancestry 
Research Society or a private record 
agent, 

Occasionally, I have written to Scot- 
tish researchers who have listed their 
names in varied Scottish publications. 
Except for one, my informational ser- 
vices requests were never answered. 
The lady listed herewith has, most 
kindly, over the months, answered my 
querying about her reasonable services. 
You may write to her. She will supply 
a small but detailed informational bro- 
chure: Mrs. C. Cowe, 151 Main St., 
Davidson’s Mains, Edinburgh EH4 
SAQ, Scotland, UK. If you care to do 
so, you may mention my name. 

Beginning the search 

We are advised to begin NOT in the 
Scottish Register Office for Scotland 
but in the New Register House. 

Itis quite near and the informational 
desk can supply directions. 

There are found the most useful re- 
cords for an initial enquiry...old parish 
records (pre 1855); statutory registers 
of births, marriages and deaths (from 
1855) and census retums (open for in- 
spection 1841-1891). Records cover- 
ing the second quarter of the 1600s 
have begun to fade out, It is most im- 
portant to be sure of the family’s 
whereabouts at this point in the 17th 
century. It would be most advanta- 
geous if you could located the parish

He further explained that 
when the US joined the war, 
the auto factories set aside their 
tooling for the 1942 car models 
and began turning out tanks, 
jeeps and other water materiel. 
When the war was over, there 
was such a demand for new 
cars that the auto companies 
did not have the time or the 
staff to retool, so they simply 
returned the 1942 model tool- 
ings to the production lines and 
turned out cars as fast as they 
could. As the engineers and 
workers returned from the war 
and the companies could re- 
staff, no models were designed 
and tested, but were not ready 
for production until the 1949 
model year, i.e., the fall of 
1948. 

So, the Chevy in the picture 
could be a 1942, 1947 or 
1948.”

Early Sephardis 
in Barbados 

In Somos Primos, Dr. Ralph 
G. Bennett has written an arti- 
cle which traces Jewish people 
in Barbados. Dr. Bennett 
writes that Jews are believed to 
have been established in Bar- 
bados as carly as 1628. In 
1661, three Jewish business- 
men requested permission to 
institute trade routes between 
Barbados and Surinam, still 
British at that time. As will be 
seen repeatedly, although the 
Jews had full legal citizenship 
and were allowed by the gov- 
ernment to trade and conduct 
business, their success caused 
the other settlers to try continu- 
ally to limit the scope of Jewish 
trade. British businessmen 
claimed traded more with the 
Dutch than the British and the 
government did finally put lim- 
its on the Jews ability to trade. 
They were not allowed to 
purchase slaves and were re- 
quired to live in the Jewish 
ghetto. By 1802, the colonial 
government of Barbados re- 
moved all discriminatory reg- 
ulations from the Jews living 
there. A Jewish community re- 
mained on Barbados until 1831,

Funny, It Doesn’t Sound Jewish 


I was greatly entertained by an article about Zoe Baird (President Clinton’s choice for Attorney General nom- 
inee a few years ago) in The Gryphon, Vol. VI, No. 1, Spring, 1993. It mentioned that the Baird Society Worl- 
dwide should “remain proud that one of our own reached the point in her life that her achievements and talents 
had merited nomination as the highest law enforcement officer in the US.” I found that she was not one of their 
own, but one of my people’s own. 

In 1992, I received a call from Washington, DC from Andrea Baird who was so thrilled to find another Jewish 
Baird. She had read an article of mine in the San Diego Jewish Genealogy Society’s newsletter, Discovery. I 
told her I was indeed Jewish, but that the Baird name came from my husband’s Scots-Irish Presbyterian heritage. 

I also told her that someone in her family MUST have converted to make her line Jewish, as my husband did. 
She adamantly argued that her family was Jewish AND Baird for at least three generations. When.I found out 
that her grandfather came to the US via the British Isles from Latvia, her ancestry became a bit clearer to me. 
Her grandfather most likely changed his name in the British Isles (Scotland) in order to blend in with the locals 


When Zoe Baird became nominee for US Attomey General, I found out from a San Francisco Jewish news- 
paper that she was also Jewish. I immediately phoned Andrea Baird to ask if she was related to Zoe. Lo and be- 
hold, they are first cousins, Making the world even smaller, her other first cousin is Robert Anthony Baird (not 
too Jewish sounding), a doctor in the University of California system as is my husband, Stephen Miller Baird, 
and they were both at the VA Medical Center in San Diego several years ago, got their mail mixed up, but never 
met. Bob’s daughter, Tracy, graduated from Stanford University two years ago and her sister, Jody, graduated 
from Stanford last year - as did our son, Geoffrey. Even more confusing, in the same graduating class was 
another Baird.. Jeffrey Baird (not Jewish, not related, but continually confused with our son). The following 
family tree illustrates how we must not jump to conclusions based on a surname.

How about a 

“Hair Album?” 

Every once in awhile, an old 
idea comes to light that is as 
fresh and new as it was all the 
years ago when it was first con- 
ceived. In the Victorian era 
many ladies and gentlemen 
collected locks of hair from 
family and friends and saved 
them in albums. 

Back then, the bits of hair 
were attached with needle and 
thread and the ladies’ hair was 
usually tied with tiny pink 
bows. Today, we have all man- 
ner of archival/acid free “bags‘ 
to use which would protect the 
hair a little better - although 
these samples from over a 
hundred years ago have sur- 
vived (in most cases) pretty 
well. : 

On the subject 
of fashion 

Colonial cloth was a silk 
brocade from Europe the 
wealthy bought in bolts of 9 
yards. To make a dress with 
extremely wide panniers 
(hoops) to flaunt one’s posi- 
tion, it took, “the whole nine 
yards.” (“The whole nine 
yards” may also hark back to 
the amount of fabric required to 
make the great kilt...)

The servants did not wear re- 
strictive garments and became 
known as “loose women.”
